Sundry Civil Appropriations.

Wasnineton, D. C., July 28.—[Special.]— 
Attorney-General Garland returned the Oleo- 
margarine bill to the President this morning. 

There 
is a report that he upholds the constitution- 
ality of the bill in so far as the exercise of the 
taxing power goes, but pronounces against its 
expediency inasmuch as there is no necessity 
for raising the additional revenue provided 
for in the measure.

ence touching Santos’ nationality, Secretary 
Bayard, May 1. 1885, wrote Consul-General 
the Government held that 
citizenship was not in doubt, 
and that he must have the same absolute 
protection of his property as any other citizen 
of the United States. No further delay in 
doing justice to Santos could be expected from 
the Government of Ecuador or permitted by 
the Government of the United States. Tne 
Consul-General was also notified that Com- 
mander Maban of the United States ship Wa- 
chusetts would be instructed to remain within 
reach pending the prompt settiement of the 
case, to afford Santos an opportunity to return 
to the United States should be desire. May 13, 
1886, Sefior Flores, the Ecuador Minister, tele- 
graphed from New York to Secretary Bayard 
requesting bim to stop proceedings through 
the United States Consuls until he 
could be heard in person, to which the 
following day Secretary Bayard replied that 
the Minister might peruse the papers in the 
case with a view to telegraphing his Govern- 
ment of his concurrence in the decision of the 
State Department, which, the Secretary 
says, being done, may avold the presence of 
a man-of-war of the United States at Guaya- 
quil, and so enable the prompt disposition of 
the matter.“ May 18 the Secretary, by agree- 
ment with Sefior Flores, sent to the President 
ef Ecuador a telegram banded him by Sefior 
Flores. In the translation of the telegram 
made by the Department of State the Minister 
requests the release of Santos without 
touching the question of  nationaiity,”’ 
while the translation made by Senor Flores 
“reserves all question of eitizenship.“ May 
23 Senor Flores wrote to Sevretary Bayard that 
be had sent the telegram before examining the 
papers in the Santos case “being happy to 
thus give a proof of confidence.”’ 

Other correspondence following shows that 
the Ecuadoran Minister endeavored to have the 
State Department reopen the case, which is 
followed June 18, 1885. by a request from the 
Secretary of State to Secretary Whitney that 
telegraphic orders be sent the commander of 
the Wachusetts directing him to proceed forth- 
with with bis vessel to Guayaguil with the 
understanding chat his mission is entirely 
friendiy. and that if the situation or treatment 
of Santos should seem to reauire it he will 
ask the instructions of the department.“ At 
the same time the Consu/-General.was directed 
to demand a direct release for Santos. He is 
advised that the presence of the Wachusetts is 
not to be deemed minatory and resort to force 
is not within her commeahder’s competency. 
July 4, 1885, Sefior Flores notified the State 
Department that amnesty had been granted 
and requested the withdrawal of the United 
States ship Iroquois from ;Payta. The Consul- 
General was requested to confirm the state- 
ment, to which be replied July 15, 1885, that 
such a construction might be placed on an act 
just passed, but that his theory was that the 
Ecuadoran Government desired to free Santos 
and extinguish his claim for indemnity by one 
act. Later, Aug. 11, 1885, it was authoritative- 
ly announced that Santos had been liberated. 

An Ungrateful President. 

The President showed himself guilty of rank 
ingratitude today in sending in the name of 
George E. Lorenz to succeed Pat Dowling as 
Postmaster at Toledo, O. Dowling was a mug- 
wump. He was first appointed to the Toledo 
Post-Office by Grant, and was for a long time 
the local Republican boss. Hay es tried to oust 
bim, and appointed a man named Reed, a 
brother of Romeo Reed of the Cincinnati Com- 
me? cial-Gazette, to the place. Dowling refused 
to give up the office and bad several 
band-to-hand fights with his would-be suc- 
cessor. Ultimately be was got out, and 
remained quiescent till the Hayes Administra- 
tion began to boom John Sherman for the Re- 
publican nomination. He was then given a 
position in the Internal Revenue Depart ment, 
and went South to work the Federal officiais 
for Sherman. Afterward be drifted back to 
the post-office. When Cleveland was elected 
Dowling was one of the first of the Republican 
officials to express his disgust with his party 
and his confidence in Cleveland. He imitated 
Postmaster Pearson of New York and came on 
to Washington with business-men’s indorse- 
ments. So fulsome was Dowling’s flattery that 
Obio Congressmen thought he would keep his 
place.

Mr. Harrison and Mr. Geeting, a law- 
yer who bad joined in the pursuit, rushed into 
No. 22 Meridian street, where they thought the 
robber had gone, but they subsequently learned 
that it was the next house, occupied by a col- 
ored woman named Mary Harper. Mrs. Har- 
per says tne robber rushed through ‘ther house 
and esq@aped out the back door and gained 
Madison street by darting between two dweli- 
gs. 

Fifteen minutes had elsapsed from the time 
of the robbery before it was learned that the 
bold thief had succeeded in getting to Madison 
street and he had ample time to get a good 
start of bis pursuers. The police at the Des- 
plaines Street Station were notified and a de- 
scription of the thief sent to the Central and all 
the precinct stations, but up to a late hour 
last evening he had not been captured.

New Tonk. July 28.—(Special.]—Rollin M. 
Squire, Commissioner of Public Works, the 
great unknown whom Habert 9.

that have always been current as to the means 
by which Squire’s appointment was secured 
have maverialized Very suddenly and very 
substantially in a revelation of the whole plot, 
based upon the following letter:

The father’s name is Isoshima, and the littie 
acquisition to the village will struggle under 
the cognomen of Columbia Hill Yene Isoshima. 
The mother, whose name is also Yene, is about 
20 years of age, and is employed in the tea- 
house. She is the prettiest woman in the vil- 
lage, and is destined to enjoy the distinction 
of being the only one in this country who has 
given birth to a tull-blooded Japanese baby. 
The father is 28 years of age and is one of the 
tailors. 

The birth of an infant in Japan is always at- 
tended by some kind of ceremony, usually the 
third or seventh day after, according to the 
station of the parents. The third day the bead 
is shaved clean, and for the first three weeks the 
utmost possible care is taken of tne infant. Is 
is supplied with the softest of pillows and every 
precaution taken to prevent any deformities. 
The thirtieth day the child is adopted into the 
particular religious creed affected by the 
parents, at which time the parents receive 
presents from their friends. 

' Prince Otake says the child, which, by the 
way, is what the women folk will call awfully 
cute and pretty, is the first one ever born in 
this country of full-blooded Japanese parents. 
An pofant was born to a Japanese woman in 
San Francisco some time back but the father 
was a Dane.

Dissolution of the Firm of Armour, Dole & 
Co.—The Leases of the Illinols Central 
Elevators Expire Seon, and Then That 
Road May Run Them. 

Mr. Charles 8. Dole, of the firm of Armour, 
Dole & Co. was seen yesterday in reference to 
the alleged transfer of the Armour-Munger 
ſuterest in the firm named above to the 
Burlington Railroad officials. In reply to the 
question he said it was true that the firm of 
Armour, Dole & Co. would expire by limitation 
Aug. 1, and that the Armour-Munger interest 
would be transferred to other parties—that 
the transfer was on the eve 
of consummation, in fact. He de 
clined to give any particulars as to who the 
parties were, but did say that the article in 
Tue TRIBUNE of yesterday was correct and 
covered all the points that he was willing to 
say anything about. He added that the de- 
tails of the transfer were purely private mat- 
ters and that he did not think the public would 
care to know what they were. ‘ 

The new firm will be known as Dole & Co., 
anck it will have the management of the ele- 
vators in connection with the Burlington Road, 
but it is denied that any change in the system 
of elevator management or in the storage rates 
for grain will be made. It is also denied that 
the Burlington Road will control the manage- 
ment in any way, although it is admitted that 
officials of that road bave secured a large in- 
tereet in the elevators in question. 

It bas been learned that two other parties 
will me associated with Dole & Co., but 
their names are not definitly known by any- 
body, aithough it is believed that one isa 
well-known Milwaukee man.

This is met by the state- 
ment from the elevator peovie that no addi- 
tion al expense is entailed in holding flour or 
other merchandise for a day or 80, while there 
is an expense in storing grain. The money in- 
vested in the elevator buildings, which can 
never be used for any other purpose, the 
steam power and the heip, are elements that 
do not enter in the calculations of most peo- 
ple, so the elevator pro say, although 
very important ones. think that were 
the railroads to buy the elevators they could 
never look for returns on the investment.

* ANOTHER IMPORTANT DAY. 


* There were two features in the Anarch- 


trial yesterday — the production of 
s dynamite, which was found in the 
house of the informer Seliger, and the 
testimony of the painter Gilmar. It was 


shown in connection with the Lingg arsenal 


that the nuts found in the round aad ‘‘ pipe 
bombs and the other instruments of death 
and destruction were similar to the nut, ex- 
tracted from the wound received by the 
tailor Hahn on the haymarket square the 
night of the 4th of May. The jury gave 
special attention to this point. The testi- 


the bombs in Lingg’s room sustains the 
statements of the Seligers and Gustave 
Lehmann. 

- The witness Gilmar testified that the night 
of May 4, while standing near the place of 
the explosion, he saw Spies, Schnaubelt 
(whom he identified by his photograph), and x 
Fischer in consultation, This conference 
took place as Fielden was concluding his 
speech, when the police were approaching. 
Se hnaubelt produced the bomb, Spies lighted 
a match and applied it to the fuse attached 
to the bomb. As soon as the fuse ignited 
Schnaubelt threw the bomb into the ranks of 
the police. This was the testimony of Gil- 
mar stripped of all needless details. If it 
can be sustained no power can save Spies 
and Fischer from the gallows. The story is 
almost incredible. The conspirators. would 


not iguite the fuse while any person was 


looking atthem if they could avoid it, but 
they were not able to choose their time or 
place; the police were coming and the bomb 
had to be thrown precisely when and 
where it was if it was to be effectual. 
Still it is only fair to say that Gilmar’s ap- 
pearance and manner on the witness-stand 
were not such as to impress the jury with a 
good opinion of his truthfulness. He stuck 
to his first story, notwithstanding the efforts 
of Mr. Foster to break him down. The one 
damaging effect of the cross-examination was 
that it led the witness into too minute a de- 
scription of the personal appearance of the 
prisoners, thus affording large opportunities 
tor the impeachment of his testimony. On 
some minor points—as, for instance, the ex- 
act time of firing the bomb, the direction in 
which it was thrown, the kind of wagon 
from which the speakers addressed the 
crowd, ete>—Gilmar’s testimony conflicted 
with that of other witnesses f the 
State. But this is not inconsistent 
with an effort to tell the truth. The 
evidence in one respect is strongly 
corroborative of Witness Thompson’s story. 
It goes to prove that Schnaubelt had the 
bomb in his posséssion. On another point, 
however, it impairs Thompson’s testimony. 
Thompson swears that the conspirators 
Schwab, Schnaubelt, and Spies spoke in 
English when he saw them in the alleyway. 
Gilmar swears that Fischer, Schnaubelt, and 
Spies when in consultation in the alleyway 
later spoke in German. In the second group 
Fischer takes the place of Schwab.

TREASURY BALANCES COMPARED. 
The prevailing disputes and confusion in 


regard to the condition of the Treasury and 
the amount of the surplus result from the 
nonsensical and misleading changes which 
Manning and Jordan introduced into the 
monthly statement of the public debt. By 
arbitrarily setting aside vast sums as ‘‘ una- 
valable it has been possible to whittle 
down the great surplus, although in fact the 
Democratic Administration has largely in- 
creased the amount of idle funds in the 
Treasury. To appreciate the changes ef- 
fected by Manning and Jordan it is necessary 
to apply the same form of statement to the 
condition of the Treasury at the expiration 
of Arthur’s term and at present, so as to 
make the new-fangled rule work both ways 
and avoid the blunder of using the short end 
of the glass at one time and the long at an- 
other. Stated according to the new form the 
condition of the Treasury March 4, 1885, was 
as follows:

REPORTS. 

One of the chiefcomplaints of the sympa- 
thizers with the Anarchist ers at 
their recent Turner-Hall meeting wa’ of the 
public press of this city., It was charged 
against the newspapers, and so stated in the 
resolutions, that ey have not fairly and 
fully published the evidence thus far ad- 
duced in. the trial, ly the cross-ex- 
amination of the witnesses called by the 
prosecution,” and that they have done the 
accused a great wrong by misleading the 
public and withholding from it all means of 
forming a correct estimate of information 
upon the issues involved in this trial.” 

So far as Taz Cmeado TRIBUNE is con- 
cerned these charges are simply false. The 
reports of the cross- examination have not 
been distorted nor abbreviated except to 
avoid tiresome repetition of testimory. No 
vital point has been omitted, nor has any 
statement which even seemed to controvert 
the direct testimony been changed or left 
out. The usual amount of space accorded 


to cross-examinations in every important 


case has been freely accorded in this; and 
THe TRipuNE invites the counsel for the 
prisoners to.indicate any material points 
which have not appeared in its reports or 
any mistakes which have been made and it 
will promptly make correction. It does not 
seem to have occurred to the apologists for 
butchery that the cross-examination has not 
the same degree of interest as the direct; 
that reports are never given in full because 
the same questions are asked over and over 
again in various forms for the purpose of 
befogging the witness or testing his memory, 
and the. same answers are frequently given; 
or that much of the success of a cross- 
examination, so far as counsel are con- 
cerned, grows out of manifestations on the 
part of witnesses which the reporter cannot 
reproduce, or methods of reply which he 
cannot put down in words. When it comes 
to the defense the same prominence will be 
given to the direct testimony and like con- 
densation to the cross-examinations, as the 
public is unusually interested in the teésti- 
mony in this case. Tite Tamm has taken 
pains to give unusually full reports from day 
to day, and has done, it believes, full justice 
to the defense and the prisoners. 


FLAT MUTINY. 
Hardly a week ago the President issued his 


civil-service manifesto, in the form of an order 
to the heads of Government departments, 
notifying them that Federal officeholders 
must not use their official position to control 
political movements in their lovalities. The 
order was provoked by the news which had 
reached the President that several officehold- 
ers at Washington had gone home to manipu- 
late political conventions in their interests, 
and that the recent Congressional conven- 
tions in Ohio, Iowa, and Indiana were packed 
with Postmasters, revenue collectors, and 
other officials who were not obeying his sug- 
gestion that the quiet and unobtrusive ex- 
ercise of individual political rights is the rea- 
sonable measure of their party service.” 

The first reply to the manifesto comes from 
the Democratic State Convention of Ver- 
mont. -The Springfield (Mass.) Republican 


(mugwump) says that 100 of the 600 dele-: 


gates were Federal officeholders, and it gives 
the names of a large number of Postmasters, 
Internal-Revenue Collectors, and their depu- 
ties, who were not only prominent in the 
convention, but also in the caucuses. The 
United States Marshal headed the list. They 
ran the convention, dictated the nomina- 
tions, and managed things generally, just as 
if the President had not written his pretty 
little homily against obtrusſve partisan- 
ship” and ‘‘ pernicious activity ”’—or, more 
likely, just as if they did not care a conti- 
nental for his orders. It adds to the con- 
tempt of court in this case that there is no 
shadow of hope any of the candidates set up 
by the recalcitrant officeholders can be elected. 

It now remains to be seen whether the 
President will discipline these fellows for 
their open defiance of his warnings, or 
whether, as in the past, his civil-service man- 
ifestoes are mere taffy for mugwumps, in- 
tended eventually to fall into “ innocuous 
desuetude.” Hitherto the machine has run 
just as merrily as if no orders had been is- 
sued, but this seems to be a peculiarly ex- 
asperating case. If he cannot stop itin a 
State where Democrats have no hope of 
election what are his chances in States 
where the spoils are in full view ? 


BOYCOTTERS IN THE COURTS. 

The discovery in New York that the laws 
are adequate to punish boycotters and pro- 
tect legitimate business against the tyrannic- 
al and odious demands of trades assemblies 
has induced business-men in other States to 
resort to the courts. Three boyeotters in 
New Haven, Conn., last week, who had con- 
spired to compel the Carrington Publishing 
Company to discharge one of its employés, 
were convicted: In hischarge to the jury the 
Judge broadly laid down the law of conspir- 
acy as follows: ** A criminal conspiracy is a 
combination, agreement, and confederation 
of two or more persons to accomplish by 
**eoncerted means an unlawful purpose, or 
effect a lawful purpose by unlawful means. 
As to the intent, the court further said: 


The evil and immoral intent of inflicting a 
wanton and malicious injury upon another 
characterizes a conspiracy. It is nota 
whether the purposes of these combinations or 
the means to effect their objects are wise or in 
our opinion well adapted accomplish their 
— * rposes. It is a question whether a law has 

u violated. The conduct of men in combina- 
tion may and often does occasion at loss and 
damage, both material and moral, to themselves 
and the community. Yet that en may not 
be unlawful, and the ** meee cannot be 
criminally punished. If the accused entered 
into an unlawful conspiracy, they are guilty. 


The New Haven cases are now followed 
up by another in Massachusetts, the eiteum- 
stances of which have been peculiarly exas- 
perating. Messrs. Charles Harrington & 
Co. of Salem, proprietors of one of the larg- 
est tanneries in the State, have brought suit 
against the Executive Board of District As- 
semby 77, Knights of Labor, on the ground 
of conspiracy. The.boycotting operations of 
this organization against the Messrs. Har- 
rington began a year and a half ago because 
the firm refused to discharge a non-ubion 
man. This man had been in the employ of 
the firm for several years and had a conttact 
which obligated them to keep him far a 
specified time. He was not a Knight of 
Labor nor did he desire to join them. The 
other men were ordered out, and a rigid 
boycott was instituted, not only against the 
business of the firm but against the emplayé 
himself, and was carried so far that grocers 
in Peabody, where he lived, were 
not to sell him goods on penalty of ve 
boycotted themselves. 

The decisions in the New York and Net 
Haven cases are of special value t 
they acquaint the business community

a the fact that the laws are sufficiently broad 


and comprehensive to protect them against 
boycotting, while they will acquaint work- 
ingmen with the equally important fact that 
combination will not save them from legal 
penalties when the law is violated. In this 
direction the courts are doing good mission- 
ary work. They are slowly but surely teach- 
ing foreign laborers and those unacquainted 
with our business system with the real char- 
acter of our laws and the extent of their 
operation. The lessons thus tar have been 
so salutary that there is little danger 
the boycott will be utilized in future 
to any appreciable extent. Working- 
men are beginning to find that, while 


they have the right to lawfully conspire to- | ~ 


gether to raise their wages by all la 
means and to refuse to work for any firm 
with which they are dissatisfied, have 
not the right to preveut any man from work- 
ing where it suits him and for whatsoever 
wages please him, or to prevent any firm 
from employing such a man. The lessons 
also are of practical benefit, or ought to be, 
to the workingmen themselves, as their re- 
sults will be to emancipate them from an in- 
dustrial despotism which is harder upon 
them than upon those against whom it 18 
primarily directed.

Tue latest issue of the Farmer’s Review

millions. It reports a probably large short- 
age in the corn crop, owing to want of rain, 
which is still badly needed, places the oats 
crop at only half an average, says there is a 
threatened fallure of the potato crop, and de- 
clares that the greatest damage of all is met 
with in hay. The Northern fruit crop is 
about the only one that promises well.

Round 9—Suilivan makes another rush and 
gets a facer, a clean knock-down blow. Rises 
dazed, but still confident. 

Round 10—The same. 

Round 1l—The fight resumed fiercely. A 
rush of the Boston police, and the scene of the 
battle removed to New York. 

Round 12—Date, 1886—Sullivan very groggy 
and Isky apparently fresh as ever. The latter 
gets in a beavy blow on the jugular. Fears 
that the champion is knocked out. 

Round 13 and last— Date, 1887—Sullivan 
comes to time again, though blinded ana wind- 
ed. The round sharp, short, and decisive. A 
heavy blow in the neck sends the tamous 
fighter to grass. He does not respond to the 
call of time. The belt is awarded to W. H. 
Isky, who bas vanquished most of the cham- 
pions who have appeared since prize-fig hting 
became a fashion.

WESTERN STOVE MANUFACTURERS SE- 
CURE MOST OF HER TRADE. 3 


The Cheapness of Labor Enables Chicago 
and Detroit Men to Sell Their Wares in 
the Eastern Markets— Early Political 
Experiences of Gov. Hill—A City Attor- 
ney When But 21 Years Old— Hubert O. 


Thompson’s Part In Making Cleveland 


President. _ 

SARATOGA Sprinas, N. T., July 28.—[Spe- 
cial.}—A quiet and unobtrusive midale-aged 
man who was fora number of years at the 
head of one of the most prominent stove 
foundries at Troy happened to remark today 


that the Detroit stoves were being sold in Bos- 


ton in competidion with the Troy stove. As it 
was remarked that this seemed to be pushing 
the war of competition into Africa, he replied 
that the seat of supremacy in the stove manu- 
facture was no longer at Troy, but that it 
might be brought back there. He con- 
tinued: “There have deen causes at 


work which have clearly demonstrated 


that the Western product at present 
controls the market. The stove industry made 
Troy. It yas founded in a small way, like 
many kindred enterprises over the country. 
It grew and developed until that city stood in 
the fifth place of manufacturing cities in the 
United States. The piants are immense and 
the capital invested is far up in the millions. 
The manufacture of stoves dates back to 
about 1815. The development of the enter- 
prise was slow. It was a long time before the 
old-fasbioned fireplace, which was assisted by 
the brick oven for baking’ purposes, gave way 
to the modern heating and cooking apparatus. 
Ita first stimulation was consequent upon 
the education of the people to a 
higher plane of living, where the desire be- 
came manifest for convenient appliances which 
should add comfort and happiness. It was 
first turned in the direction of beating, and 
then the founders devoted their attention in 
devising appliances whereby the cooking for 
the family might be more expeditiously per- 
formed. The crudely-made stoves of that ear- 
ly day are all curiosities as great as the fire- 
place and brick oven which may still be seen 
in some parts of the South, notably in West 
Virginia.“ 

Artistie workmanship has entered some- 
what in the changes of stove ne TRB wet 
has it not?“ 

Really the productions of ontherits and 
finisbing of stoves has become today a high 
art. You would think that the mechanical 
and artistic skill of the country had reached 
such a point that it could go no farther, either 
in the inventive skill of the mechanic or in the 


originality of ornamentation on the part of 


the designer, but as a fact a large share of the 
cost of modern stoves is in the heavy expenses 
which every manufacturer is subjected to in 
maintaining a force of inventorsand design- 
ers. Both are high-priced men. The hun- 
dreds of various styles of stoves manufactured 
and sold in aseason is not the hundredth part 
of those that have been manufactured in pre- 
vious years and have become obsolete by 
reason of the adyanee of the industry.“ 

„What was the principal inducement for the 
inauguration of this stove enterprise at Troy?“ 

„ The facility for obtaining iron, coal, sand, 
and all the raw material entering into the pro- 
duction of the goods. Transit facilities were 
another. It is when I consider these two lead- 
ing features of the stove enterprise, in which 
Troy is fully equal in advantage to the West- 
ern competitors, that I am constrained to look 
elsewhere for a reason for the growth of the 
Western stove business. Ten years ago, when 
Detroit and Cleveland were manufacturing 
stoves, we had only to say that their 
goods were not equal to those 
which bear the ola Troy and Albany 
mark. But that is no longer true. 
They make stoves today which are fully equal 
in construction, finish, attractiveness of pro- 
portion and design as those manufactured at 
Troy, and they sell them at lower prices. Dur- 
ing a period of twenty-five years the manu- 
facturers of Troy and Albany have been sub- 
jected to repeated demands upon them which 
bave made the question of labor important. It 
costs more to make stoves in Troy, because 
the mechanics there have not been regardful 
of the large interests of industry in tue per- 
manent interests. The giant proportions at- 
tained dy the stove manufacturing industry of 
the West in a comparatively brief period can be 
traced to no other reason. We know dow ‘to 
manufactures stoves. The character of our 
iron for the production is perfect.. The best 
qualities of sand and all other material is at 
hand. The skill and the knowledge of our me- 
chanics in molding and finishing are superior. 
Above all, they had the knowledge of bow to 
design and perfect patterns from which to pro- 
duce stoves. Itis not an agreeable thing for me 
as a Trojan to admit that we bave lost suprem- 
acy and control in the markets. Ewen within 
our own State since 1873 no less than nine 
establishments operated in and around Troy, 
with their headquarters there, have passed out 
of existence as stove manufacturers. The 
Troy manufacturers are handicapped by the 
expensive cost of labor.“ 

„Tou still think that Troy can regain its 
supremacy, however?” 

„Well. it can be done, but it would require 
such union of action and united effort on the 
part of the manufacturers and mechanics as is 
seldom seen in this country. It is very difficuit 
to get these two elements to work in harmony, 
very difficult to get them to appreciate a situa- 


tion like the one which I bave detailed to you; 


but it might be done, and I have advocuted it 
for some time. The @émployser of Chicago, De- 
troit, Cleveland, Erie, Scranton, Buffalo, and 
Rochester has an advantage today over Troy 
in the mere price of labor which is sufficient 
to take away the control of the market. You 
find their goods all through New York on sale 
as the standard stoves in places like Utica, 
-Sehbéenectady, Syracuse, and Batavia, which 
ought to be wholly supplied by the Troy man- 
ufacturers. When we can pusu them from 
New York State we shall have taken a long 
step towards regaining our old posfuon.”

The Amsterdam Riots—An Increase in the 
Number of Victims. 

AMSTERDAM, July 28.—Further attempts at 
rioting were made last night, but the police 
succeeded in dispersing the mobs before any 
serious disturbance had taken place. The 
total casualties resulting from the outbreak 
are twenty-five killed and ninety wounded. 

Fifty persons have been arrested, including 
Mrs. Eshery, President of the Woman's So- 
clalist Society. Only one policeman is mor- 
tally wounded. A publie fund has been 
opened for the benefit of the injured officers. 
The newspapers bere applaud the police for 
their bravery and prompt action, ana severely 
condemn the rioters. 


Abolishing Slavery in Cuba. 

Maprip, July 28.—In the Chamber of Dep- 
uties today Sefior Labra moved a resolution 
that the Government free as soor as possible 
the remaining 20,000 slaves in Cuba. The Gov- 
ernment agreed to the resolution, and it was 
passed unanimously. The President of the 
Chamber congretulated the members on the 
“crowning ot the glorious work of the aboii- 
tion of slavery.” 


A Triple Murder and Suicide. 
LONDON, July 28.—At Penzance today & man 
named Hawke shot and killed his sister, ber 
husband, another woman, and himself, a fifth 
person, who was present, narrowly escaping. 
Hawke was from Australia and was a man of 


temperate habits and sociable disposition. No 
motive can be assigned for the crime.

OBITUARY, 


The Rev. George L. Mulfinger. 

There died at his residence, No. 51 Clybourn 
avenue, at half-past 8 o'clock Wednesday 
morning, the Rev. George L. Mulfinger, pastor 
of the Ciybourn Avenue M. k. Church, aged 66 
years 8 months and 24 days. He was born in 
Bavaria, Germany, and came to America with 
bis parents when 14 yearsofage. At 23 he be- 
came an itinerent minister of the German 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and was one of 
the first pioneer preachers of this church in 
the Northwest. He was for twenty years Pre- 
siding Elder in the Northwest German Con- 
ference, and afterward of the Chicago German 
Conference of the M. E. Church. He came to 
Chicago in 1853, when there was only one Ger- 
man Methodist church in the city. His district 
at that time extended from Sheboygan, Wis., 

to Peoria, III., which he traveied by horse and 
buggy. At the time of bis death there are ten 
German organizations in Chicago, and his old 
district constitutes a conference consisting of 
three Presiding Eider districts He was 
stricken down with erysipelas in February, 
and after he had recovered somewhat it was 
found that he was suflermg with Bright's dis- 
ease. Everything in the power of medical 
skill was done to relieve and save him, but in 
vain. Surrounded by his children and rela- 
tives he peacefully went to sleep, and at last 
entered on his reward. 


Benjamin F. Adams. 
Benjamin F. Adams, who nas resided con- 
tinuously in Chicago since 1854, but who first 


came here in 1835, died at his residence, on the 
southwest corner of Ontario and Pine streets, 
at 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


[Mr. Adams was born at New Epswick, N. H. 
in 1800, and was therefore 8 years of age. He had 
been failing for over a month past, but only began 
sinking rapidly about one week ago. He died of 
old age. 

He leaves five grown children—Congressman 
George E. Adams, Abbott L. Adams, President 
of the Union Club, and a member of the lumber 
firm of Adams, Hastings & Co.; Helen Loui 
and Caroline D. Adams, and Mrs. Dr. Pierson o 
Orange, N. J. 

Mr. Adams was never actively engaged in busi- 
ness in this city, his time being spent in looking 
after the investments he made in 1885 and in at- 
tending to the interests of a number of New En- 
gland investors in this section. He was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Education in the early days, 
and took an active interest in educational mat- 
ters at that time. He was fond of quiet and re- 
tirement, but was prominent in church circles, 
principally the Unitarian denomination. He was 
of the old school Unitarians and one of the or- 

nizers of the Robert Collyer Society. The

MYSTERIOUS, BUT DEADLY. 


The Employes of a Pennsylvania Iron 
Mouse Falling Victims to a Strange Epi- 
demic—Fatalities Already Reported, ‘and 
Others Looked For. 

PotTrstown, Pa., July 28.—(Special.|—A 
strange and fearful epidemic is raging among 
the employés of the Glasgow Iron Works in 
this borough. Several days ago many oi the 
men became ill, and today about seventy-five 


men and their families are prostrated with the 


mysterious disease, which partakes of the 
nature of typhoid-fever. This morning Krie- 
der Manger, aged 18, was the first victim, and 
this afternoon John Ecker, who was also af- 
flicted, breathed his last. Several others are 
in a critical condition. When: the people are 
taken sick they all complain of pain in 
the back. head, and bowels, a very languid 
feeling, loss of appetite; and deafness. Fora 
time the origin of this disease baffled everyone 
in the place, but it has since transpired that all 
the famihes afflicted use rhe water of a private 
reservoir on thew own company’s property, 
and it is supposed that this contains something 
of a poisonous character; probably the recent 
rains have washed refuse matter or paris 
green from a potato-pated into it. A sample 
of the water has been sent to Philadelpbia for 
analysis. Some physicians have as many as 
twenty casesto attendto. The water, after 
bemg exposed to tue air for a short time, be- 
comes quite green. Several more fatal cases 
are looked for during the night. Some of the 
departments of the iron company’s mill have 
been compelled to close down because of a lack 
ot hands.

me 500 feet higher. We need not leave the hotel 


more than five minutes of easy walk before we 
are ascending a hill of that altitude above the 
established street grade of Rapid City. We go 
westward along the Deadwood road to where 
the valley narrows to a gap in the hilis 
through which Rapid River, the most consid- 
erable stream in the hills, rushes along towards 
its junction with the Cheyenne forty miles 
away. 
comparatively easy ascent of a spur 
leading up to an abrupt bluff with a 
citadel of rock crownmg its summit. 
Two rugged pine trees stand with some 
strange footbold in the rock. From their 
branches one morning a few years ago three 
horse-thieves were found hanging. The biil 
bas since been known as Haugman's Hill.“ 
Keep on up, the ascent growing more difficult, 
until the bighest point of the succeeding bill 
is reached, and we are amply repaid. Looking 
to the southwest is Harney’s Peak, dark pur- 
ple in the distance, some thirty miles away. 
Intervening is a wonderful panoramic succes- 
sion of pine-ciad hills. As the eye drops 
downward and nearer the vivid red, water- 
seamed benches of the foot-hille form their 
part of this kaleidoscopic prospect, while at 
your feet is the vailey with its various shades 
of green. The dusiy trails lead to the mining 
camps, to Deadwood, to Custer, to Harney’s 
Peak, Fort Meade, Lead City, or to the 
sawmilis up some of the side gaps 
into the hills, and are thronged with 
horsemen, mostly of the cowboy type, and 
lumbering, slow-moving teams of ten to six- 
teen oxen bringing in lumberor ore or taking 
back machinery or provisions. The old Con- 
cord stage, with its four horses and the oid- 
timer on the box, and the more modern Buf- 
faio wagon are loaded with tourists, miners, 


officers’ wives or their friends from the East 


going to and from the fort, health-seekers 
bound for the bot springs or seeking relief 
from innumerable ilis in the invigorating air 
of the hills, Englishmen with their luggage, 
Western men with none, or speculators and 
prospectors going to or coming from the in- 
terior recesses of the hills. All this prepares 
one, after the bewilderment it occasions passes 
off, for the unexpected. 

Turn half round and look to the east, and 
you gaze on an entirely different scene, The 
sun—not long risen—is struggling through a 
mist, but you can see the Valley of the Rapid 
River widening and quite thickly studded with 
the little white cottages and the sod-houses 
and shocks of the fast-swarming settiers, and 
the glistening sails.of tne prairie schooner are 
a frequent addition to this side of the land- 
scape. But one seems to look on a countr 
foreign in every way to the one „ 
look on the Nebraska or Dakota plain —except 
that the biuffs and benches are higher and 
often more fantasticaliy shaped, 

But what mystery is this? Through the 
mists it grows on one that in the distant 
southeast lies a vast body of water. Its nearer 
sbore is shrouded in its own misty exhalations, 
but a magnificent broad sheet of water is 
breaking ou the distant shore, thickly covered 
with a lordiy forest growth, under whose dark 
purple shadow one can see the white line of 
surf breaking on the beach. It is hard to be- 
lieve this is a delusion, the ignis-fatuus” of 
the wanderer of these pathless plains— the 
mirage. One would rather think of it as won- 
derland, and wonderland it must remain at 
present. 

Here at one’s feet lies Rapid City, regularly 
laid out, with 8,000 people, residing in their 
homes and am immense crowd at its hotels, at 
its railroad depot, thronging its streets, and 
sleeping on the grass in the open air along 
with teamsters and prospecting outfits. The 
mass of the residents are of the thrifty, ener- 
getic, progressive, and intelligent people who 
have done so much in the States of Iowa, III, 
nois, Wisconsin, and a few from New York and 
Obio, to render them synonymous with the 
above named qualities. The newcomers are 
of all the world—men from every part of Ru- 
rope, Chinamen, Mexicans, Africans, and In- 
dians. The slow-moving occupants of tne 
canvas-covered prairie schooner are mostly 
Missourians, who are “ goin’ a right smart 
furder in the hills,“ they reckon. 


But the men most mysterious to the tender | ts 


foot are the old residents—the original pros- 
pectors who determined the cause for Rapid 
City and then determined on the site. They 
are men of cbaracter and cool, undaunted 
courage. There are men here who have mined 
in California and all the Territories, Old Mex- 


leo, and the British Possessions. They seem 


more than satisfied with the field: their fami- 
lies and worldly goods are here. Most of them 
are well-to-do, some are rich, and 
all oheertully risk their last dol 
lar in the future of their minmg 
property. They are the most quiet and low- 
voiced of men, but one can readily see the 
entbusiasm with which they are permeated. 
Under its influence Rapid City bas emerged 
from the mining-camp state and is now a city 
of fine brick, stone, and iron structures that 
would do credit to any townin the country; 
capacious hotels full of guests, large and com- 
modious public buildings for the county om. 
cers; a street railroad under process of con- 
struction, water-works fed by most magnifi- 
cent springs among the hills, and with mains 
laid on every street to supply water to every 


. house, schoolhouses and churcbes, and a school 


of mines built by an appropriation 
by the Territorial Legislature. The composit 
is the order of architecture decidedly prev 
lent in the private residences, from the canvas 
tent and the humble shack up to pratentious 
torms and proportions built of sandstone cut 
off the bluffs and pressed brick. Al) thie was 
done without a railroad. It is but three weeks 
since the first train devoted to the public busi- 
ness rolied into the depot at the lower end of 
town. w there are continual and endless 
caravans of trade wending their way back and 
forth, in and out of the bills, on their errands 
for and bearing the needs of all sections. A 
ready the hills are feeling the bénefits of rail- 
road transportation in the matter of bulky 
machinery for mining purposes and, general 
treight rates having fallen 300 per cent, the 
traffic in general merchandise bas greatly in- 
creased under the stimulus. 

Perhaps there never was known such a jux- 
taposition of mining camp and farming com- 
munity cheek by jowl as is presented in the 
Black. Hills, which jute out an island of mineral 
surrounded by an ocean of fertile, fineiy- | 
watered prairie. This position bas been of 
great benefit to all, as is attested by the vigor- 
ous trade one sees on every hand. 

The earliest settiers came in from the Pacific 
Slope and the arid wastes of Arizona. New and 
Old Mexico, and Colorado, and the influence of 
their early experience is seen in the irrigating 
ditches and flumes that wind their devious 
ways along and around the foot-bilis: but

COL. BOLTON’S ACCOUNTS. 

THE SHORTAGE THUS FAR DISCOVERED 
, 18 87,800. 

This Only Gintes tet Dally Paper Ace- 


counts Since Oct. 1, 1884—The Inspectors 
Deo Not Know What to Expect as a Total 


—How the Colonel’s Bondsman Has Fro- 


tected Himself—Examinations in Other 
Departments—Mistakes That Are Liable 
to Occur. 

Work upou the investigation of Col. W. H. 
Bolton's acgounts bas been temporarily sus 
pended, and Inspectors Kidder and Bassett left 
the city last evening to attend to other mat- 
ters in their department. So far the checking 


COL. BOLTON. 
of the accounts has covered the entire period 
since Oct. 1, 1884, for one daily paper and for the 
Western News Company. The accounts of the 
Inter-Ocean for one year, those of Taz TRIBUNE 
for six months, and of the Times for three 
months, have also been compared with the 
Post-Offloe records, which brings the total de- 
faication up to about $7,800. If the remaining 
accounts to be examined should figure out in the 
same proportion it is evident that the deficit 
from October, 1884, to the present date will 
reach $15,000. The matter of an increase of 
the bond for Bolten’s appearance was turned 
over to the District Attorney, togetber with a 
statement of the resuit of the investigation 
so’far. Col. Tuthill held a consultation with 
Judge Biodgett, and the conclusion was 
reached that no such step was necessary, for 
the amount could only be in- 
creased upon proof that there was an intent to 
abscond, or upon the filing of an affidavit on 
issuance of a warrant covering a new charge. 

Col. Bolton was not about the Government 


Building at any time yesterday, and it was an- 
nounced by bis friends that be was still suffer 


ing from the shock of the accusations against 


bim. It was said that be did not leave his 


‘house all day, but that Mrs. Bolton bad had a 


consultation with Mr. L. W. Peree, the attor- 
ney and bondsman of ber husband. While the 
Government officials deciare that they bave no 
idea but that their man will appear when 
wanted to auswer to the charge, Mr. Perce 


does not appear to be imbued with the same 


implicit faith. Late Tuesday afternoon there 
was filed in the Recorder's office a deed from 
W. H. Bolton and wife to Legrand W. Perce, 
conveying six lots on the corner of Sixtieth 
street and Drexel avenue to the attorney.’ In 
this instrument the consideration is boldly 
set down as $20,000, but its intent and pur- 
port can be piainiy seen. The best possible 
autborities upon real-estate values agree that 
$9,000 would be an outside value upon these 
lots, but as Bolton’s bond only calls for 
$15,000 and Joseph Coles is a joint surety with 
Mr. Perce, there is every reason for believing 
that that gentleman is perfectiy safe. He 
bimself, when approached yesterday, declared 
that he had nothing whatever to say upon any 
phase of the case. The friends of Stuart, the 
weigher, were as reticent as usua! yesterday, 
but there appears to be a growing impression 
that be will be found willing to tell all he 
kaows about the conduct of the department of 
second-class mali matter. His brotber-in-iaw, 
a practicing attorney at Springfield, III., ar- 
rived in the city early in the day, and a mutual 
friend seat word to the. Post-Uffice Inspectors 
that this gentieman would be glad to see them. 
The officials’ reply was that the inspectors 
could be found in their office, and at a late 
hour the brother-in-law had not putin an ap- 
pearance. 

There seems to be some mystery still as to 
the exact manner in which Bolton absorbed 
tne missing money, as the accounts of all the 
principal papers were settled by certificea 
checks, which passed; through the hands 
of the cashier and Postmaster for in- 
dorsement and collection. The theory is that 
he appropriated cash paid in by the smaller 
firms and used the checks to swell the amouat 
of bis cash report, which was made in gross 
without a detailed statement. The inspectors 
themselves do not give a lucid explanation of 
this phase of the case, relying solely upon their 
asseverauon that the money has been stolen 
partly from the papers, but mostly from the 
Government, and that they can clearly demon- 
strate that fact. 

When questioned in regard to his interest in 
the case ex-Postmaster Palmer said that he bad 
not seen tue Post-Office inspectors and bad 
made no personal investigation of the matter, 
and for that reason did not wieh to make any 
statement of his views. Information sougut 
in other quarters brought out the authentic 
information that during Mr. Palmer's entire 
administration every possible step was taken 
to check up the business of the second-class 
department, and wat the feeling between Col. 
Bolton and Auditor Upham grew out of the 
efforts of the latter to follow the instructions 
of Mr. Palmer in this respect.

WILLIE SELLS, 


The 16-Year-Old Kansas Youth Now Under 
Sentence of Death for the Murder of His 


Tf all that is related of 16-year-old Willie 
Selis, who, at Erie, Kas., Tuesday, was sen- 
teuced to be banged for murder in the first 
degree, be true be is absolutely the wickedest 
young ruffian that evil deeds ever entitied to a 
footing on the gallows. At 1 c’clock the morn- 
ing of March 8 last the boy, who lived with his 
parents, brother, and sister, in Neosho County, 
six miles south of Erie, appeared at the farm- 
house of a neighbor, Mr. Mendall, and told a 


story of the advent of a strange man to his | 


father’s house that,night and begged for an in- 
vestigation, expressing fears for his parents’ 
safety. He said be chased the intruder out or 
the house and down the road, but that he finally 
mounted a horse held by a second stranger, and 
that the two then rode rapidly away. Mendall 


accompanied the boy home, and on entering 


the house encountered a horrible spectacle, 
The floor was besmeared with blood and tne 
walls and ceiling spattered and stained. The 
elder Selis was lying on the floor with the back 
of his bead crusbed in and his throat cut. 
Near him was the body of Mrs. Seils, with her 
skull crushed and throat cut in the same 
ghastly manner. A few feet away, in a bed in 
a corner of tne room, lay the body of Miss Ina 
Seils, with ber skull crushed and throat cut 
from ear to ear, and in the adjoning room, in 
the same bed in which Willie bad been sleep- 
ing, was found the body of Watie Sells, with a 
large gash in his forehead, one of his eyes 
chopped out, and his throat cut similar to the 
others. The boy, who remained outside while 
Mr. Mendali examined the premises, manifest- 
ed no emotion when told of the horrible fate 
that bad befalien the famiiy. He went imme- 
diately to the house of a neighbor named Rice 
and slept soundly till morning. 

The investigation pursued by the authorities 
brought out seemingly convincing proof of 
Willie’s guiit. No tracks were visible in the soft 
earth surrounding the house but bis oon. In 
the Selis house a wasb-basin of bloody water 
was found on the stove, in which the perpe- 
trator of the awful deed had wasted bis hands. 
Willie was then asked if he had washed his 
hands after getting out of bed before gomg to 
Mendall's. He said he had not, but upon com- 
plying with the officer’s raguest to take off his 
clothes it was discovered that he had Washed 
bis bands and wrists, but above the wrists 
blood was found on bis arms. There was blood 
under his finger-naiis also and his undercioth- 
ing was considerably stained, 

Previous to this horrible occurrence the boy 

ad borne a good reputation, and people resid- 

in-the neigbborbood were slow to believe 
bim guilty of the crime. He stoutly denies 
the perpetration of tae deed, and affirms that 
if he committed it it was in his sleep 
or while his reason was dethroned. This 
theory is entertained quite generally 
among the former friends of the boy. 
Anyway, the Kansas statute in regard to hane- 
ing is so peculiar that it is not probable he wiil 
be hanged. When the death sentence is pro- 
nounced the criminal is first sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment in the State Peaitentiary, 


to be executed as soon thereafter as the Gov- 


ernor signs his death-warrant; but as there is 
nothing mandatory in the statute the Chief Ex- 
ecutives of the State have never carried it out 
so far as their cuties are concerned since it 
went into effect. There are a number of con- 
victs pow im the penitentiary under sentence 
of death. The original design of the law was 
to give to a person who by some chance may 
bave been convicted of a murder of which he 
was innocent one year’s grace, so that per-

Tue Appellate Court yesterday gave an opin- 
fon in a case where the First National Bank 
and a ducket-shop were i:terested. In 1885 
Fred G. Kune acted as agent of one Lampbere 
ot Detroit in buying and seliing stocks at the 
Public Grain & Stock Exchange. Kune's father 
had some money of Lamphere’s which, by 4i- 
rection of the owner, he advanced to Fred for 
bucket-shop. margins. Fred afterwards ob- 
tained twochecks for $500 from his father, and 
to destroy them, but only destroyed 

one, using the proceeds of the other, leaving 
$492 in bis father’s hands to Lamphere’s credit. 
Afterwards he obtained another check for 
$500, which be gave ta the bucket-shop with- 
out indorsement, but notified the bank not to 
pay it. The bank officers said they could not 
refuse payment without notice from the 
drawer.~ Fred confessed to his father, and the 
Itter sent notice to the bank pot to pay the 
check. It had been deposited with $7.87 to 
make up the $500. and it was certified. The 
father filed a bill to have the check canceled,
